SENATOR COHEN 
From Washington 

Trade issues are becoming in- 
creasingly dominant on the na- 
tional agenda as growing trade 
defilcits. contribute to the deterio- 
nation of sevenal-of our major in- 
dustries; and to our high rate of 
unemployment, : 

Very large industries — such as 
autos ‘and steelwith platoons of 
corporate lawyers and large budg- 
ets have still found these prob-. 
Yems nearly insoluable, Imagine 
the difficulty encountered by 
smaller industries without substian- 
tial resonces, who are forced to 
cope with the piles of paper work. 
and an often unresponsive U, S. 
government on trade miatters. 


A case in point: The Maine Po-. 


tato Couricil has an annial budg- 
et of $100,000. As the Council re- 
views are options for filing a trade 
petition concerning imported Ca- 
nadian potatoes, it must take in- 
to consideration that costs. associ- 
ated with a trade remedy petition 
routinely run as high ‘as, $150,000. 
How can a small industry expect 
to cope with costs like that? 

This problem was one of my 
Major concerns during the last’ 
Congress, and last week I re-in: 
troduced a major piece of trade 
legislation which would give small 
industries, better access to existing 
trade remédies. A brief look at 
the bill’s history. tells an interest- 
ing story ‘about how our trade sys- 
tem works. 

I spoke before the Senate in 
September of 1981 concerning 
problems it U. S.-Canadian trade 
relations— namely, how Maine 
products such as fish, potatoes and 
lumbér were unable to compete 
with their heavily subsidized coun- 

That speech prompted my fur- 
ther interest in the topic, and im 
November of that year I chaired 
a hearing on the general subject 
of U. S.-Canadian trade relations 
and how our government might 
better serve smaller U. S. indus- 
tries beseived by Canadian stbsi- 
dies. 

That hearing was. ertcial be- 
eatise it allowed Maine potato and 
fishing industry spokesmen to state 
their cases directly to. government 
descision-makérs, Orie high-rank- 
ing Conitierce Department offici- 
al, Assistant Secretary for Trade 
Admiitistration Lawrence Brody, 
told trie after the hearing he had 
no idea ihe sittation was so grave. 
In. January 1982, I itwvited Brody 
to Maine for a firsthand look at 
the problems involved. Since then 
I believe it is fair to say that

‘Maine’s interests have. been look- 
ed after more vilgorously. The In 
ternational Trade Commission sub- 
sequently launiched a major inves- 
tigation of trade problems in. the 
potato: industry, and a similar 
probe of the fishing industry’s 
trade woes is underway. The lum- 
ber industry hag also filed a siim- 
ilar trade action, which the ITC is 
investigating, 

Through all the meetings, and 
hearings, I heard over and over 
that small businesses—which are 
most vulnerable to the effects of 
foreign competition—too frequent- 
ly find our trade remedies, costly, 
‘complex, and ultimately illusory. 
Time and time again, Maine in- 
dustries seeking relief from for- 
eign imports—to which they are 
theoretically entitled «under our 
trade laws—have been denied re- 
lief because of bureaucratic in- 
difference, lack of resources, or 
other reasons. unrelated to the 
merits of the cases. 

My staff and I set to work on 
legislation to address some of 
these problems, There was no real 
precedent for this—tnade problems 
of smaller industries simply had- 
n’t been addressed by Congress. 
After long hours and thorough dis- 
cussions with representatives of 
several smaller Maine industries, 
we came up with a bill which 
would do the following: 

—Create a Small Business Trade 
Access trust fund to assist small 
industries in preparing for trade 
proceedings. 

—Require that more sveight be 
given to regional economic factors 
when trade petitions are evaluat- 
ed (For example, the monetary 
exchange rate differential be- 
tween the U. S. and Canada is 
regularly cited by industries as a 
problem, but is not considered as 
a relevant factor by the govern- 
ment ). 

—Establish an expedited review 
process on frade actions for in- 


‘dustriés dealing in perishable 


goods, such as Maine potatoes. 

—Loosen existing requirements 
for specific information which in- 
dustries must supply to document 
a trade case. At present, smaller 
industries may not have the capa- 
city to prodtice the detailed infor- 
mation required by government 
trade agencies. My bill would re- 
qiire the government to make 
better use of the information 
which the smaller industries do 
have available. : 


I introduced this bill last year 


but, with the press of other busi-

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COMMISSIONER MANUEL SAYS 
MILD WINTER FAVORS DEER 

“The finst month of the 1982-83 
Winter must be considered ex- 
fremely mild for deer in alll paris 
of the state,?? 

That’s how Fish and Wildlife 

mmissioner Glenn H. Manuel 
Sizes up the warm, snowless wea- 
ther conditions which prevailed 
through December, , 

According to data compiled by 
Wlidlife biologists at 44 deer win- 
tering areas statewide, December 
Was the second mildest in the past 
10 years, The data gathered in- 
Cludes snow depth, deer sinking 
depth and temperature to arrive 
ata monthly “swinter severity in- 
dex” (WSI), i 

The WSI for December was 33.3. 
‘The lowest previous during the 
decade was the winter of 1979- 
1980 when the WSI for December 
Was 29.0, The highest during that 
Period was the severe winter of 
1972-738 when the December WSI 
Was 84.3, : 

According to Gerald R. Lavigne, 
assistant big game research lead- 
er, Mean temperatures during De- 
cember were 1 degree to nearly 
5 degrees warmer than the previ- 
our 10-year average, with several 
new high temperature records, set 
across the state, and a notable 
Tack of below-zero weather nor- 
mal for late December, 

Also, according to Lavigne, snoiw 
cover in the state was neglible 
and temporary during the month. 
As a result, “use of deer winter- 
ing areas was almost non-existent 
since deer were able to move 
about and forage at ‘will.’ 

Lavigne adds that Maine deer 
are fortuniate, since observations 
at deer check stations this fall ine 
dicated deer weights and fat lev- 
els were down relative to past 
years, . 

“This decline in pre-winter deer 
condition was particularly evident 
among fawns and yearlings. These 
age classes would be more viil- 
uerable to high winter losses. dur- 
ing a severe winter thlani is nor- 
Mally the case.’

X-rays revealed 13 shotgun. pel- 
lets in the wings and body of the 
eagle. Dr. Donald Lott of Orono 
and wildlife personnel at the Uni- 
versity are providing intensive 
care for this eagle as well as one 
shot in Pennsylvania in early De- 
cember which was banded as an 
eaglet in coastal Maine last June. 
Another immature eagle from 
Maine banded in 1980 was found 
injured near St. Stephen, New 
Brunswick in early January but 
is in satisfactory condition under 
the care of veterinarians and wild- 
life biologists in Fredericton. The 
eagle shot in Port Clyde was not 
banded so its origin is unkatown. 
It has the mottled, dark appear- 
ance characteristic of immature 
eagles, and is believed to be in 
its second year. Bald eagles us- 
ually attain adult plumage with 
white head and tail in their fifth 
year. 

State wildlife officials were ei- 
cottragéd that no eagles were shot 
in Maine last year after a record 
high of four were shot in 1981. 
Seventy-two testing pairs of éa- 
gles were fotind statewide in 1992. 
The poulation produced 49 young 
eaglets last year indicating a con- 
tinued gradual recovery from the 
effects of the DDT era. The loss 
of eagles to shooting»rover thie 
yeats has been a persistent de- 
terrent to the eagles’ conicbuck. 
Théré has never been a conviction 
for an eagle sliootitig in Maire.

Urine Studies 


Urine is considered waste mMa- 
terial to many people, but it js 
very valuable to those at the 
Health Center, No noninyasive Lab. 
onatory test tells more than the 

urinalysis, That is why it is done 
50 frequently, both in. screening 
well individuals and in monitors 
those with chronic and acute health 
problems. 

If a urine sample is needed, 
you will be asked to urinate into. a 
collection cup, If just‘a screening 
is desined, a clean paper or Dias. 
tiie cup will be given to you. If q 
sterile sample is preferred, the 
contained will be sealed and you, 
will be asked to collect the sam- 
ple in such ‘a way that it will not 
be contaminated, The nurses at 
the Health Center will give you 
directions, Samples on. children not 
toilet trained are collected in 
stick-on containers, ; 

Urine is: first evaluated by col- 
or, clarity and density, or specific 
gravity, Then it is tested with a 
“dipstick”. A’ dipstick is a screen. 
ing tool compased of a variety of 
treated ‘papers: that. change color 
when they come in contiaict wilth 


blood, chemicals, enzymes, or pro. 


teins that may exist in mnine of 
some people. An excess of sulfur 
or protein ‘could be seen on .a dip- 
stick. This could give a clue to 
a problem as important as dia- 
betes or kidney diseases. The urine 
fis then spun down in a centri- 
fuge, concentrating the sediment 
which can then be examined under 
the microscope. The health pro- 
vider might see red blood cells, 
while blood ‘cells, crystals, bac- 
teria, mutcous, tissue cells, and 
occasionally other things which 
can help in an appropriate diag- 
nosis, 

df the health provider suspects 
you may have a urinary tract 
(bladder or kidney) infection, she/ 
he may have a bacteria ‘count 
done on the specimen you have 
given, This is done with 1a smaijl 
strip of agar, or baicteriial growth 
medium. This is dippéd. into the 
urine and then placed in the in- 
cubator. A bacteria count is done 
in 24 to 48 hours. A high count 
indicates a significant infection. 
Bacteria from this agar may be

The program 
was enacted last year by the 110th 
Legislature as a means of bolster- 
ing Maine’s ailing real estate and 
building industry, and to provide 
low interest ‘loans to Maine’s low 
income residents. Unider the plan, 
$4.15 million was provided by the 
state to reduce the interest rates 
to about 13-14% for first time buy- 
ers earning under $27,000/year. 


Some money wag also targeted for, 


home improvements. anid’ energy 
conservation loans. Two conttro- 
versies have erupted over the first 
weeks of the new legislative ses- 
sion, 

Rental Units — the program 
states that only ‘single family’ 
homes may be purchased, but the 
state defines “single family” 
homes as being owner-occupied 
dwellings of up to four units. 

Buyers of four-apartment units: 
can make a neat profit, by making 
use of the state-subsidized loans. 
I feel that the state policy should 
be changed to limilt the owner oc- 
ecupied home to having only two 
units. before expansion of this 
housing fs considered. 

H.O.M.E. Expansion — The Di- 
rector of the Maine State Housing 
Authority also thinks Miatine’s year 
old effort ought to be expanded 
by $6.5 million over the next two 
years, This proposal is expected 
to cause considerable controversy 
and opposition.

In an effort to curb fraud, local 
and dong distance calls from a 
public telephone. will no longersbe 
charged to another telephone Eo. 
ber starting March 7, unless#fthe 


. billed party gives approval to ‘the 
_, Openator. 


Under the new billing procedure, 
when an operator receives a call 


. &rom a public telephone customer 


who wants to bill the call to anoth- 
er number, the caller will be plac- 
ed on hold while the changes are 
verified, If the billed party cannot 
be reached or refuses the charg- 
es, the call will not be completed 
by the operator (until other bill- 
ing arrangements, are made), 

The program is being initiated 
by New England Telephone and 
tthe entire Bell System to reduce 
losses resulting from. fraudulent 
calls and. irritation on the part of 
‘customers who have been billed 
for long distance calls they did 
mot agree to pay. 

In 1981, the company lost more 
than $1.7 million on fraudulent 
billing, mostly from public tele- 
phones. 

Systemiwide, the losses were 
about $73 million. 

It is recommended that callers 
who frequently place long distance 
calls from public telephones bob- 
tain a Calling Card from their Jo- 
al New England Telephone busi- 
ness office. 

Calling cards ate best alterna- 
five for billing to another num- 
ber because they are faster to 
use, confidential, more fraud resis- 
tant, and less expensive for the 
aller,

KINSMAN CABIN 

TO BE REMOVED FROM 

NATIONAL FOREST 

The USDA Forest Service will 
remove the Kinsman Cabin, one 
of six backcountry cabins existing 
on the White Mountain Nation‘al 
Forest. 

Kinsman Cabin is located beside 
Kinsman Trail 1% miles south- 
east of New Hampshire Route 116 
in the Town of Easton. Built in the 
1930’s, by the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps, the cabin was used by 
skiers for shelter when skiing was 
first becoming popular in the 
White Mountains, In recent years, 
the cabin was repeatedly vandal- 
ized. An Environmental Assess- 
ment including public comment 
concluded that there was no ‘con- 
tinued public need for a cabin in 
that location and that major in 
vestments of time and money to 
restore the cabin were not justi- 
fied, 

Over 50 cabins and shelters for 
backcountry camping remain open 
for public use on the National For- 
est. These facilities are scattered 
throughout the National Forest. 
For information on shelter loca- 
tions, contact the nearest Forest 
Service ranger station or the Ap- 
palachian Mountain Club (AMC), 
The “White Mountain Guide” pub- 
lished by the AMC’ lists shelters 
and cabins available for public 
use in the White Mountains and 
locates them on associated maps. 

The Kinsman Cabin will be re- 
moved and the site rehabilitated 
back to its natural condition. Tent 
camping is allowed on National 
Forest land in the area. Campers 
should move at least 200 feet off 
the trail before setting up their 
tent. The first mile of the Kingman 
Trail is on private land, 

The Kinsman Cabin site and 
surrounding National Forest Land 
is part of the Ammonoosuc Rang- 
er District with headquarters in 
Bethlehem, N. H.

Of the total, 574 were adult 
males; the remainder being made 
up of 428 adult females, 97 male 
cubs, 105 female cubs and 17 of 
unknown age and sex, 

Twelve of the bear avere trap- 
ped. A total of 603 of the success- 
ful hunters said they were deer 
hunting when they shot their 
bears. Hunters using dogs ac: 
counted for 152 of the bears. 

Present plans call for the 1983 
bear hunting season to open Sept. 
1 and close the Saturday follow- 
ing Thanksgiving, excluding the 
week of the moose season in the 
northern zone, when no other
